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6.  SUMMARY  OF  WORK  DONE  BY  WOMEN'S  ROYAL  VOLUNTARY  SERVICE 

Meals  delivered  on  a  4  day  week  rota  to 

21  recipients  -  Egglescliffe  and  Preston  area  2573 

Meals  delivered  on  a  2  day  week  rota  to 

12  recipients  -  Stillington  area  1152 

All  meals  recipients  in  the  Egglescliffe 
and  Preston  area  were  given  a  Christmas 
present  of  ten  shillings  instead  of  the 
usual  parcel,  to  enable  the  recipients  to 
obtain  what  they  preferred. 

7.  WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  distributed  throughout  the  area  both  by  the  Tees  Valley 
and  Cleveland  Water  Board  and  the  Hartlepools  Water  Company 
was  sampled  and  found  to  be  of  satisfactory  purity. 

8.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  were  nine  sewage  works  in  operation  throughout  the 
district  and  although  tests  upon  the  final  effluent  from 
three  failed  to  comply  with  the  Royal  Commission  standards 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  this  had  been  remedied 
by  increasing  the  maintenance  on  each  works  and  later 
samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  sewage  from  Wolviston  and  Newton  Bewley  is 
discharged  into  the  Teesside  County  Borough  sewerage  system 
and  only  Elton  village  is  not  serviced  by  main  sewers  and 
has  to  rely  on  septic  tank  installations. 

The  new  works  at  Carlton  became  operational  during 
December,  taking  over  from  the  overloaded  works  at  Carlton 
village  and  Redmar shall,  but  have  not  as  yet  been  officially 
adopted  by  this  Council. 

The  labour  force  consisted  of  four  men  operating  two 
Land  Rovers  and  two  trailer  pumps. 

9.  THE  HOUSING  ACT,  1957 

There  have  been  three  demolition  and  one  closing  order 
served  on  owners  of  property  within  the  area  during  the 
past  year. 

10.  HOUSING  ACT,  1969 

There  have  been  sixteen  applications  for  standard  grants  approved 
by  the  Council  during  the  year,  averaging  £143,  with  a  total 
of  £1863-50. 

Discretionary  Grants 

There  were  thirty  five  applications  for  grant  approved 
by  the  Council  during  the  year  at  an  average  of  £306  per 
grant,  totalling  £10,725. 

1 1 .  MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  district 
and  during  the  year  530  beast,  845  sheep  and  37  pigs  were 
inspected. 
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1 2 •  RODENT  CONTROL 

There  were  seventy-two  treatments  for  rat  infestations  and 
seven  for  mice  made  during  the  year.  The  annual  sewer 
treatment  showed  that  there  were  slight  infestations  in 
Egglescliffe,  Redmarshall,  Thorpe  Thewles,  Stillington, 
Greatham,  Hart  and  Elwick  but  these  were  cleared  by 
appropriate  methods. 

One  farm  was  treated  for  the  eradication  of  rodents 
and  the  cost  recharged  to  the  owner.

14.  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Although  there  have  been  minor  problems  the  refuse 
collection  service  has  been  maintained  efficiently  by  the 
two  refuse  teams. 

Each  team  consists  of  five  men  including  a  driver  and 
having  a  working  stint  for  the  whole  week  which  allows  all 
premises  to  be  serviced  once  a  week. 

There  are  three  refuse  collection  vehicles,  two  being 
in  continuous  use  and  the  third  available  in  case  of 
breakdown  and  periodic  servicing.
